Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  he  population  of  this  Urban  District  at  mid-year  was  2,422. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  13  males  and  21  females.  A  total 
of  34 

I  his  gives  a  figure  for  the  death-rate  of  14,  compared  with  that 
of  England  and  Wales  of  12 ‘4. 

During  the  year  10  boys  and  14  girls  were  born  ;  a  total  of  24. 
The  birth-rate  is  approximately  10  per  1,000  ;  compared  with 
England  and  Wal  es  14  9  per  1,000. 

During  the  year  1  baby,  a  female,  died  ;  giving  an  infant 
mortality-rate  of  40  per  1,000,  compared  with  England  and  Wales 
38  per  1,000.  I  his  child  died  from  congenital  debility. 

Th  e  greatest  number  of  deaths,  both  in  males  and  females,  was 
due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  arterial  system,  6  females  and 
9  males  dying  from  one  or  other  of  these  two  afflictions. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  6  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  occurred  — 1  Scarlet 
Fever,  3  Diphtheria,  1  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  1  Erysipelas.

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HOUSING. 

The  houses  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  and  recorded. 

Survey  in  accordance  with  the  Housing  an  d  SI  urn  Clearing  Acts 
was  made,  and  as  a  result  a  re-housing  scheme  was  submitted  and 
approved  at  Royd  Moor,  Millhouse.
